Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1, 2, 4-7, 9, 10 and 12-14 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior arts made 
available do not teach or fairly suggest, alone or in combination, a Coriolis flow meter 
comprising a first and a second parallel flow tube, a first and a second drive system components 
affixed to the first and second tube respectively. The first and second vibrating drive system 
components are of equivalent size and position such that the moments of inertia of the first flow 
tube plus the first vibrating drive system component are substantially equal to the moments of 
inertia of the second flow tube plus the second vibrating drive system component. The bending 
axis of the first flow tube and the combined center of mass of the first flow tube plus the first 
vibrating drive system component lie on a first balance plane parallel to the plane of symmetry; 
and the bending axis of the second flow tube and the combined center of mass of the second flow 
tube plus the second vibrating drive system component lie on a second balance plane parallel to 
the plane of symmetry.
